The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Nazi files in Europe today are those of I. 
! G. Farbenindustrie, the giant German car­

Protesting to th e state tax com ­ 
mission that the 
1945 equalized 
valuation for Delta county as es­ 
tablished T hursday by the county 
b oard of supervisors is not “on a 
fair basis”, Escanaba City C oun­ 
cilm an and S upervisor Peter N. 
Logan yesterday appealed to the 
state to establish valuations for 
the various units of the county 
“on a fair and equitable basis.” 
Logan voted against the report 
of 
the 
equalization 
com m ittee 
T hursday night, and announced 
that he did so because he w anted 
to hold open the opportunity to 
appeal to the state lax commission 
if he deemed it advisable to do so. 
Appeals to the state tax com ­ 
mission m ust be m ade w ithin a 
five-day period after the county 
board 
establishes 
the 
equalized 
valuation figures for the cities and 
townships. 
In his letter 
to 
the 
state tax 
commission protesting against the 
values established by the county 
board and appealing to the state 
to come into the county and m ake 
a revaluation, Logan cited the as­ 
sessed value and equalized value 
figures, and added: 
“The above equalized value fig­ 
ures were accepted by a majority 
of the Board of Supervisors. H ow ­ 
ever, it 
is 
my 
contention 
that 
these values do not represent the 
tru e cash 
values 
and 
that the 
various units of the county are not 
equalized on a fair basis. 
Hence, 
I voted against acceptance of the 
report. 
“ It is my wish that this letter be 
considered a form al protest of the 
equalized assessed values as es­ 
tablished 
by 
the 
Delta 
County 
Board of Supervisors. 
“ I respectfully request the aid 
of the Michigan Sttite Tax C om ­ 
mission 
in 
order 
to 
establish 
equalized assessed valuations for 
Delta County on a fair and eq u it­ 
able basis.” 
At the county 
board 
meeting 
T hursday 
night 
Logan 
charged 
that the city of Escanaba last year 
“ had been sold dow n the river” by 
the county board 
on 
equalized 
valuations, and that he intended 
to “protect the taxpayers of Es­ 
can ab a” from paying an inequit­ 
able share of county tax even if 
he had to appeal to the state tax 
commission. 
Yesterday 
Logan 
pointed 
out 
that unless the state is called in to 
establish the valuations it could 
be possible that, by changes of 
m em bers on th e equalization com ­ 
mittee, “Escanaba might have to 
carry a higher 
equalized 
value 
next year.” 
Valuation figures established by 
the state tax commission cannot 
be 
changed 
for 
a 
three-year 
period. 
The last tim e the state 
tax commission was called in to 
m ake a revaluation in Delta coun­ 
ty was in 1925. 
In citing his reasons for appeal­ 
ing to the state tax commission to 
again made a revaluation in Delta 
county, Logan yesterday declared 
that he believes 
that 
Escanaba 
taxpayers are paying a dispropor­ 
tionate share of county taxes.
